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Council scraps West Bay 
summer car park plan 


CAMPAIGNERS in West Bay have welcomed 
the withdrawal of a controversial planning 
application to use a site of natural interest 
as a temporary'pop-up'car park. 

West Dorset District Council set up the Britt Valley 
car park earlier this year to help the resort cope with 
increased summer tourism, but came under fire for 
failing to consult with members of the public and 
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the relevant authorities before pressing ahead. 

The council has since lodged an application for 
retrospective planning permission to use the field 
during periods where high visitor numbers are ex¬ 
pected in West Bay, but angry residents rallied 
against the plans. 

Now WDDC has withdrawn its application and 
says it no longer intends to use the land as a car 
park. 

Town, district and county councillor Ros Kayes, 
who was involved in the initial campaign, said she 
was "relieved" that the plans had been scrapped. 

"Obviously, WDDC went about this in the wrong 
way, neither consulting or following the correct pro¬ 
cedure with regard to applying for planning permis¬ 
sion," she said. 

"Yet again, West Bay has not been involved in pro¬ 
cedures relating to it. BridportTown Council is usu¬ 
ally consulted on such matters - strangely this did 
not occur either in this instance. 

"That was wrong and I am relieved that the appli¬ 
cation has been withdrawn." 

District council bosses initially set up the car park 
over the summer on a one-month trial basis, to ease 


congestion in West Bay during the filming of hit TV 
series Broodchurch and other notable tourist events. 

But protestors criticised the move, which they said 
would endanger the natural beauty of a designated 
site of special scientific interest. 

It was also found that the relevant authorities, in¬ 
cluding the town council, had not been consulted 
before the car park plans were followed through. 

And more than 30 written letters of complaint 
were submitted, criticising the council's conduct as 
well as the suitability of the site for parking. 

Campaigner Mike Nicks, a West Bay resident, said 
there were still questions to be answered about 
how the process began. 

He said:"There was a really high number of objec¬ 
tions to this application and I have spoken to quite 
a few residents who are all pleased that it has now 
been withdrawn. It is a scandal. It should not have 
happened without planning permission and I 
would like to know why it was withdrawn." 

When asked to explain the decision, a district 
council spokesperson gave no reason for the with¬ 
drawal of the application. 

Council leader Robert Gould previously told View 
From Bridport that WDDC is always "proactive in sup¬ 
porting the local economy"and would like the flex¬ 
ibility to use another car parking facility to cater for 
extra visitors.

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'Better branding' can lift economy 


BRIDPORT businesses 
can help to boost West 
Dorset’s low-wage econ¬ 
omy by finding new 
ways to market their 
services, MP Oliver 
Letwin has said. 

Mr Letwin cited Brid- 
port entrepreneur Luke 
Woods as a prime exam¬ 
ple of a pro-active busi¬ 
ness, after meeting with 
representatives from the 
town’s chamber of com¬ 
merce recently. 

The minister said Mr 
Woods, who offers a 
service that can create a 
‘web tour’ for local busi¬ 
nesses to showcase their 
products online, had

demonstrated how mod¬ 
ern technology could be 
utilised by traditional in¬ 
dustries to lift wages. 

Mr Letwin said more 
homes were needed to 
balance supply and de¬ 
mand, but that local in¬ 
dustries could boost 
wages by “increasing the 
value of what they pro¬ 
duce”. 

He said: “Here in West 
Dorset, where employ¬ 
ment has remained mer¬ 
cifully high and 


unemployment keeps 
registering new lows, we 
are still suffering from 
what is, in many re¬ 
spects, a low-wage econ¬ 
omy. 

“True, there are in¬ 
creasing numbers of jobs 
with relatively high 


salaries in high-tech 
manufacturing and pro¬ 
fessional services. 

“But for many in the 
more traditional indus¬ 
tries of West Dorset - es¬ 
pecially agriculture and 
tourism - low wages are 
still the norm.” 

He added: “Part of the 
answer to this, of course, 
is that we need more 
new homes to bring the 
supply into balance with 


demand at lower prices 
... but we also need to 
operate on the other side 
of the equation and en¬ 
able our local industries 
to raise wages by in¬ 
creasing the value of 
what they produce. 

“This is where better 
branding and marketing 
can help us so much - 
with Dorset food and 
Dorset tourism as fine 
examples: both brilliant, 
but both under-branded 


and under-marketed.” 

Mr Letwin said Mr 
Woods’ service was a 
“remarkable example” 
of how innovative busi¬ 
nesses could find ways 
to “fill the gap”. 

He added: “This is the 
sort of thing that can 
make our traditional in¬ 
dustries more profitable 
and bring the wage in¬ 
creases we need to see in 
West Dorset.”

Coastguard called out over suspicious item 


THE whole of the West Bay 
Coastguard team were paged 
last Tuesday (November 18th) 
afternoon by Solent Coastguard 
National Maritime Operations 
Centre (NMOC) to reports that a 
suspected ordnance device had 
been found on the beach below 
the cliffs at Thorncombe Bea¬ 
con. 

A man was out with his metal 
detector scanning the shore 
below the cliffs when he found 
an object and immediately re¬ 
ported it to the Coastguard. 

Four officers from West Bay re¬ 
sponded and passed grid refer¬ 
ences of the exact location and 
photos of the suspected device 
back to Solent Coastguard who 
sent them to the duty Royal 
Navy Explosive Ordnance Dis¬ 


posal (EOD) team for assess¬ 
ment. 

Due to the difficult location 
and the failing light it was de¬ 
cided to mark the position of 
the object and return at first 
light to re-assess the situation 
when it was safer, and await 
the assessment of the EOD 
team. 

The next day, four officers re¬ 
turned to the area and set up a 
100m cordon around the ob¬ 
ject. 

The EOD team confirmed it 
was a submarine countermea¬ 
sure - which is launched as a 
decoy should an escaping sub¬ 
marine want to evade detection 
or an incoming attack and con¬ 
tains a small explosive charge, 
which disperses and ignites 


magnesium particles from its 
shell - from the 1960s and that 
the shell still contained the ex¬ 
plosive and magnesium parti¬ 
cles. 

The shell was loaded into a 
suitable container and carried 
to a suitable location on Eype 
Beach where a controlled ex¬ 
plosion was carried out. 

A Coastguard spokesperson 
said:"If you do find a suspicious 
item on the beach, do not 
touch or disturb it. 

"Remember or mark the loca¬ 
tion of the item as best you can, 
get away from the area, dial 999 
and ask for the Coastguard. 

"Stay safe on the coast, but if 
you run into trouble, or even if 
you are not sure, dial 999 and 
ask for the Coastguard." 
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Wanted man apprehended after police chase 


A 30-YEAR-OLD man from the 
Bridport area was finally tracked 
down last week, following a dra¬ 
matic police chase. 

Officers from Bridport rushed to 
an area of woodland near Miles 
Cross Farm in Symondsbury early 
last Tuesday morning (November 
18th), after reports that a male 
wanted for robbery had been 
spotted by a policeman on patrol. 

A police van and dogs were fol¬ 
lowed overhead by a force heli¬ 
copter called in from Bourne¬ 


mouth, and were soon on the 
scene trying to track down the 
man. 

After an extensive chase, the sus¬ 
pect was finally apprehended at¬ 
tempting to flee across the A35. 

PC Scott McGregor, of the Brid¬ 
port Safer Neighbourhood Team, 
said after the incident: "At approx¬ 
imately 8am, officers from Brid¬ 
port police station responded to a 
report of a male in the area who 
was wanted for an offence of rob¬ 
bery by Dorchester Crown Court. 


"The male was seen in the area 
of Symondsbury in the fields 
south of the A35. We deployed 
and searched the woodland with 
the use of a police helicopter and 
police dog. 

"After a co-ordinated and delib¬ 
erate search of farmland, outbuild¬ 
ings and woodland, the male was 
flushed out and detained as he ap¬ 
proached the rear of The London 
Inn on the A35." 

The man was arrested and taken 
into custody shortly after 10:30am. 


Town council set to take on verge cutting duties 


TOWN councillors were last 
night poised to agree a new 
deal to take over verge cutting 
duties in the Bridport area, 
writes JACK DIXON. 

Dorset County Council has 
traditionally held responsibility 
for managing highway verges 
but, subject to final approval, 
will pass on the job to Bridport 
Town Council as of next year. 

The county authority, which is 
facing the challenge of reduced 
budgets under the govern¬ 
ment's austerity measures, pre¬ 
viously approached town 
councillors to discuss whether 
the switch could be followed 
through. 

And the deal is now set to be 
struck, with the local authority 
ready to take over duties from 
March next year. 

A report from Town Surveyor 
Daryl Chambers, presented to 


the council's finance commit¬ 
tee recently, revealed that town 
council staff would maintain a 
minimum of six cuts a year, cov¬ 
ering more than 70,000 metres 
around Bridport and the ad¬ 
joining parishes. 

Two or three specially trained 
members of staff would take 
on the duties, with some level 
of financial backing from the 
county council. 

In the report, Mr Chambers 
said: "It is estimated that the 
town council could undertake 


this work, subject to the fund¬ 
ing from Dorset County Council 
being confirmed. 

"The financial information will 
be reported once the final 
grant figures from Dorset 
County Council are confirmed." 

It is estimated that the work 
will take around a week for two 
or three members of staff to 
carryout each cut. 

The town council was set to fi¬ 
nalise the agreement at a town 
hall meeting last night (Tues¬ 
day).

A SEAL pup is being nursed back to health 
after being abandoned on Abbotsbury 
beach. 

The grey seal was found by fishermen on 
Sunday (November 23rd) in a state of dehy¬ 
dration but is now being looked after at West 
Hatch Animal Centre, nearTaunton. 

Roz Buckley from the centre described the 
seal as "skinny" as it only weighs 14kg, when 
young seals usually weigh around 40kg. 

She said it was possible its mother was 
young and had ended up further along the 
South West coast than usual, and given birth 
to the pup on the beach at Abbotsbury. 

The pup is said to be doing "really well"and 
"looking really well hydrated"and is being fed 
fish soup as a substitute for its mother's milk. 

Once the pup weighs about 45kg it will be 
reintroduced to the wild off Devon. 

The RSPCA said it was "very rare" to find a 
seal in the area as there are no nearby 
colonies and they are normally found off the 
coasts of Wales, Somerset, Devon and Corn¬ 
wall. 
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Save town parking spaces 


■ THE parking noticeboards at the central car 
park by the bus station and in the car park be¬ 
hind Waitrose (Rope Walks car park) bear the 
logo of West Dorset District Council (WDDC).

The Local Plan states that: "In 2031 Bridport 
will still be seen as a working town with a good 
balance between housing and jobs and a vi¬ 
brant town centre providing shopping, cultural 
and other facilities to the rural hinterland". 

How is this to be achieved if the amount of

car parking space in central Bridport is re¬ 
duced? 

Professional guidance to the National Plan¬ 
ning Policy Framework (NPPF) states that there 
needs to be an increase in parking where there 
is development. Vearse Farm proposes 760 
new houses. This is a major development. 

Paragraph 185 of the NPPF indicates to me 
that a Neighbourhood Plan has to demon¬ 
strate its general conformity with the strategic 
policies of the Local Plan. 

The Local Plan currently reads: "BRID 4. FU¬ 
TURE TOWN CENTRE EXPANSION - i) Land at 
Rope Walks and Coach Station Car Park, as 
identified on the Proposals Map, will be the 
preferred location for future expansion of the 
town centre area. Any scheme will need to re¬ 
tain an appropriate amount of public car park¬ 
ing." 

The proposals map also encompasses the 
bus station. What will this"appropriate amount 
of car parking look like?" 

If these central car parks and the bus station 
are in the approved Local Plan it will make it far 
easier for developers to get planning permis¬ 
sion to develop some of this central car parking 
space and the bus station.

Enterprise St Michael's bite back 


■ WE BELIEVE it is only right to 
point to some facts after reading 
the View's article last week titled 
'Estate plan will create jobs' in 
which Norman Hayward has 
again accused Enterprise St 
Michaels of making misleading 
statements and of talking 'rub¬ 
bish'. 

It is easy to say that new jobs 
will be somehow created but we, 
and our shareholders, are very 
concerned about the many real 
jobs that already exist. 

If you were to read the district 
council's planning officers report 
for Mr Hayward's application 
(para 14.29), you would find: 
'Your officers are not convinced 
that this scheme will deliver an 
increase in employment on St 
Michael's Trading Estate, or in¬ 
deed maintain the existing levels'. 

We are not sure how the three 
and four storey blocks of flats, for 
one thing, would 'enhance the 
local environment'in this conser¬ 
vation area. 

We believe that it does remain 
true that in terms of town plan¬ 
ning, St Michael's is the most 
ideal site for Bridport's future 
economic expansion as the dis¬ 
trict council's survey of 2009 for 
potential employment sites en¬ 
dorses, concluding that for St 
Michael's: 'The site offers regen¬ 
eration opportunities for Brid¬ 
port town centre. It is therefore 
recommended that this site is re¬ 
tained for employment use'. 

Enterprise St Michael's should 


apologise for one inaccuracy 
though. It was suggested that 25 
per cent of current workspace 
would be lost as a result of Hay¬ 
ward and Co's proposal, but in 
truth the planning officers report 
stated 'a reduction of approxi¬ 
mately 24 per cent'. 

However it is also true that Hay¬ 
ward and Co have been encour¬ 
aged in the past by one or two 
members of the district council 


to develop the site for housing 
and it is quite understandable 
that a great deal of frustration 
has resulted as a consequence. 

We very much hope that one 
day Hayward and Co will be able 
to consider our efforts to help 
provide a resolution.

Keep off our carparks 

■ I AM incensed that the spokeperson for WDDC has reserved two of 
the best sited and well used car parks for retail development. 

I attended some of the'consultation'meetings and expressed the 
view most strongly that our need was for car parks. WDDC do not own 
them, we the taxpayers do. WDDC have already wrecked the parking 
in Dorchester and not content with that, are now intending to do the 
same to Bridport. Any future need for retail should be accomodated 
within St Michael's, which already has a substantial retail section and 
is linked with the town. A supermarket cannot function without a car 
park and the bus station is the only area where large camper vans and 
caravans can park. 

We did a traffic survey in 2006-7 and have continued to monitor 
coaches and large vehicles. There are now over 260 coach companies 
using this car park and last time coach drivers stated that if they could 
not park there they would leave the town. Numbers of vehicles have 
increased substantially since our survey due to 'staycations' and the 
'Broadchurch effect'. 

Neither were we consulted on Vearse farm, but rather presented 
with a 'fait accompli', as discussions had already taken place in 2007 
well before the'consultation'. I have just read some of the comments 
to be presented to the inspector. It seems that the only reason for 
moving the school is so that the newcomers do not have to walk over 
a kilometre either to Symondsbury or St Mary's! 

Personally, I can't see them walking anyway but it has already re¬ 
sulted in St Mary's being refused solar power and will severely disad¬ 
vantage children who at present attend these schools.

of Bridport who served in the 
Great War. 

Sheila Meaney, a member of 
the Bridport Heritage Forum, 
said:"The heritage forum applied 
to the Heritage Lottery Fund for 
funding to do lots of different 
projects we proposed to com¬ 
memorate the centenary of the 
start of World War I. 

"And we have done lots of 
things in town culminating in the 
big exhibition that was in the 
town hall right the way through 
August alongside lots of other 
activities that have gone out 
and included lots of other peo¬ 
ple. 

"We wanted very much as part 
of that to have a memorial as a 
tribute to the people of that time, 
not only the people that served 
overseas but the people who 
were at home and that was the 
theme of everything that we did. 

"As the town has a war memo¬ 
rial in South Street, we thought it 
would be really nice to have a liv¬ 
ing renewing memorial. 

"So the plans were put together 
to have a wildflower meadow 
here that would renew itself and 
be here all the time." 

"We have had the plaque put in 
which is wonderful and we are 
very grateful for all of the people 
who provided the sponsorship, 
not only Lottery funding but we 
also had lots of local funding. 

"I am incredibly indebted to 
Clive Groves (of Groves Nurs¬ 
eries) also to the town council, 
and to everyone in Bridport as 


the bench is here courtesy of lots 
of green tokens from Waitrose; so 
hundreds and hundreds of peo¬ 
ple from Bridport have got their 
green tokens worth here so that 
they can sit and look at the 
meadow in its fullness."

Jane Delany, deputy head¬ 
teacher at Bridport Primary 
School, said: “We launched 


Anti-Bullying Week with two 
assemblies, one for the 
younger children and one for 
the older children. 

“Learning in class and class 
assemblies will link to this 
year’s theme of ‘Let’s Stop 
Bullying For AH’. 

“This week enables an addi¬ 
tional focus to be placed on 
sharing our understanding of 
what bullying is, and isn’t, so 
that we can all try to prevent 
it and stop it if and when it 
does happen.” 

Year Four pupils made anti¬ 
bullying shields, which in¬ 
cluded the qualities needed to 
challenge bullying behav¬ 
iours, while children in Class 
2R used drama to share the 
emotions and feelings of 
being left out and looked at 
ways to deal with bullying, 
such as, who to tell and what 
to say and do. 

Year Five pupil Holly said: 
“Anti Bullying Week is one of 
the most important events in 
England. 

“Anyone can be bullied, 
your friends, your child - any¬ 
one. 

“So it is incredibly impor¬ 
tant to help people who are 
being bullied and do not 



watch it like it is television. 

“The most common types of 
bullying are cyber bullying, 
verbal bullying, physical bul¬ 
lying and emotional bullying 
and quite often aimed at peo¬ 
ple who are different in some 
way. 

“At Bridport Primary 
School we have been explor¬ 
ing these issues and finding 
out why bullying happens and 
the effects of bullying.” 

Children at St Mary’s 
School in Bridport also took 
part. 

A group of pupils went to 
The Sir John Colfox School to 
train to be Anti-Bullying am¬ 
bassadors. 

These children then took 
this back to their school to 
launch themselves in assem¬ 
bly as the Anti-Bullying team. 

Their role is to look out for 
lonely children and problems 
on the playground and report 
it to a teacher. 

They have also created a 
‘Anti Bullying Drop in Box’ 
in which pupils can write if 
their was an incident on a slip, 
if they do not want to talk to 
anybody, and put it in the box 
which will be checked every 
lunchtime.

School kids'chance 
to learn bike skills 


SCHOOLCHILDREN in Bridport 
and across Dorset are being of¬ 
fered the opportunity to improve 
their bike safety skills with a cycle 
training course. 

Bikeability is a nationally recog¬ 
nised scheme that gives school 
children the practical skills and 
knowledge to ride safely on the 
county’s roads. 

And the road safety team at 
Dorset County Council are offer¬ 
ing Bikeability to children of var¬ 
ious ages to improve their cycling 
skills. 

The courses take place through 
the spring, summer and autumn 
terms and places are being offered 
for the courses taking place in 
March next year which are pro¬ 
vided at three levels. 

At level one children in Year 
Four learn to control and master 
their bike through training that 
takes place in an environment 
away from cars or traffic. 

Pupils will get out on the road in 
level two to help them deal with 
traffic on short journeys such as 
cycling to see friends or go to the 
shops and is aimed at children in 
Year Five and Six. 

At the third level students learn 
the skills to tackle more challeng¬ 
ing roads and traffic situations 
as they will deal with hazards, 
make ‘on-the-move’ risk assess¬ 


ments and plan routes for safer cy¬ 
cling. 

They will also learn how to use 
roundabouts and filter lanes over 
one three hour session, which is 
aimed at pupils in Years Seven, 
Eight and Nine. 

Councillor Peter Finney, the 
county council’s cabinet member 
for environment and economy, 
said: “Bikeability is a fantastic 
way for Dorset’s youngsters to 
learn to cycle safely. 

“The levels are aimed at differ¬ 
ent ages as they progress through 
them and with national funding 
we have been able to offer this op¬ 


portunity across the county.” 

As an added bonus, pupils who 
have completed levels two and 
three have the chance to win a 
£100 Halfords voucher. 

Instructors pick one pupil whose 
behaviour or effort has been noted 
and the vouchers are allocated by 
a prize draw. 

Bikeability is funded by the De¬ 
partment for Transport (DfT) pro¬ 
viding 1,125 free places for level 
two and 50 free places for level 
three cycle training this year.

WESTGALLERY 
MUSIC CONCERTS 

WEST Gallery Music is the name describing 
the harmony songs that used to be sung in 
English country churches from the 18th cen¬ 
tury onwards, usually accompanied by a 
band of musicians playing fiddle, serpent, 
trombone etc. The musicians and singers 
from the village would sit in what was 
known as the West Gallery in the 
church. The music was vibrant, full of life 
and is accessible today (as it was in its day) 
to all singers and instrumentalists, from am¬ 
ateur to professional. A number of rural 
churches in the South Dorset Ridgeway area 
have retained their West Galleries, and, as 
part of the Heritage lottery Funded South 
Dorset ridgeway Landscape Partnership 
projects, this style of music is being recre¬ 
ated by Artsreach with the help of a choir of 
local singers and musicians, led by folk mu¬ 
sicians Tim Laycockand Phil Humphries. 

The Ridgeway Singers and Band have 
explored carols from the Puddletown and 
Pulham manuscripts, and rehearsed two 
newly composed carols inspired by the 
South Dorset Ridgeway, and will present 
them as part of a special programme in two 
concert this winter at St Mary's, Puddletown 
on Sunday, November 30th, and St 
Swithun's, North Allington on Sunday, De¬ 
cember 14th. Both performances are at 
3.30pm. 
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ICE AGE ART 

British Museum Curator to give 
talk at Dorset County Museum 

IN 2013 the British Museum staged a unique exhibition of Ice Age Art, created 
between 40,000 and 10,000 years ago. It presented masterpieces of sculpture, 
ceramics, drawing and personal ornaments from all over Europe.These striking 
objects are now the subject of a fascinating talk at Dorset County Museum by 
the exhibition's curator, Jill Cook 

Jill is a Senior Curator and Deputy Keeper of the Department of Prehistory & 
Europe at The British Museum. She is an archaeologist whose interest in archae¬ 
ology began in Dorset as a teenager when she volunteered on Roman villa ex¬ 
cavations at Dewlish. At university the subject of her dissertation was Edward 
Cunnington and his excavations of Dorset barrows. Since then, she has special¬ 
ized in the deeper history of much earlier periods, investigating the archaeology 
of human evolution, as well as the history of archaeology. 

During her talk on Ice Age art at Dorset County Museum on 5 December, Jill 
Cook will show some of the master¬ 
pieces from the exhibition such as the 
British Museum's mammoth ivory 
sculpture of a pair of swimming rein¬ 
deer, plus the oldest known sculptures, 
drawings and musical instruments 
from Europe. Far from being simple ob¬ 
jects from a remote time, Jill will ex¬ 
plain how these works of art are 
important clues about the evolution of 
our brains and the development of 
modern human societies. 

The talk will start at 7.30pm and entry 
is free.The doors will open at 7pm and 
all donations to cover costs will be wel¬ 
come.

PREVIOUS double winner Dudley 
Sterry, having failed to secure a hat- 
trick of victories last year in his super¬ 
charged MG J2, returned to the 
Southern Counties Hardy Classic Trial 
last weekend looking to achieve that 
elusive victory. 

But he was again denied the premier 
award when the conditions proved too 
much of a challenge for the venerable 
partnership. 

A maximum 12-point penalty on the 
third test means the elusive triple will 
have to wait for another year. 

Heavy rainfall during the week pre¬ 
ceding the national championship 
qualifier gave the event a completely 
different character to that of 12 months 
ago when conditions were consider¬ 
ably drier. 

Undeterred, the entry of over 80 mo¬ 
torcycles and cars departed the South¬ 
ern Counties Shooting Lodge start with 
the challenge of 13 testing sections 
utilising old roads and farm tracks all 
with a steep gradient. 

The object of this sporting exercise, 


being the further up the section and/or 
gradient the car goes the less penalties 
accrued. If you reach the top then no 
penalties apply and the score is'O'or a 
'clean'as it is referred to in trialling. 

The first test, near Minterne Magna, 
allowed competitors to become accus¬ 
tomed to the conditions under wheel, 
with all but one of the motorcycles 
going clear and just two of the four 
wheel contingent accruing penalties. 

The first of two sections north of 
Maiden Newton started to test all cat¬ 
egories, with only five of the car classes 
netting zero penalties. 

Steady rainfall then made the condi¬ 
tions even more demanding which was 
illustrated when last year's winner, Carl 
Talbot dropped 10 penalty points on 
the fourth test of the day which was sit¬ 
uated just off of the A37 Dorchester to 
Yeovil road. 

Having given the initiative to Ian 
Davis in hisVW Buggy the Morris Trial- 
master pilot kept his focus and was 
back in contention by the time the 
event approached Bridport and 


Beaminster where Davis picked up a 
total of nine penalties on two tests, 
leaving his advantage as a tenuous sin¬ 
gle point. 

Both Talbot and Davis went clean at 
Meerhay, north of Beaminster, leaving 
the outcome open as they headed to 
the Mike's Mess test. Here the outcome 
of the event was determined. 

Davis received nine penalties but so 
did all of his rivals in the'specials'class 
with the exception of Talbot who 
cleared the section without penalty 
and took his second win on the Wool- 
bridge Motor Club organised event. 

The Class "O" category for more stan¬ 
dard machines saw a steady perform¬ 
ance by Weymouth Leige Sport driver 
Phil Hyde take him to the head of the 
division, but his performance was such 
that he won the Best Woolbridge 
Motor Club member award and was 
therefore taken out of the class order. 

This left an epic battle for the class 
win raging right until the end between 
the Suzuki x90 of Paul Brooks and John 
Tite from Lyons Gate. 


The Ford Jago driver progressively 
built an advantage on the early sec¬ 
tions but dropped five points at Meer¬ 
hay and lost a further three to his 
opponent on the penultimate section 
of the event to leave the scores level. 

The class honours went to the Jago 
man by virtue of his faster performance 
on a timed test, the results of which 
were employed to determine a winner 
in such circumstances. 

As in 2013 the motorcycle class B2 
catered for solo motorcycles between 
225cc and 450cc and again it provided 
the overall winner of the motorcycle 
event in the form of Gas Pampera rider 
Geoff Walker who, as he did last year, 
took his 237cc machine around the 
course without penalty. 

With Walker elevated to the overall 
two wheel win, the class honours went 
to Dorchester Husaberg TE250 rider 
Daniel Tinney who dropped scores on 
only two tests to end the event nine 
points clear of his nearest challenger 
Ian Barton with his Suzuki DR2400 on a 
penalty total of 19.
